Mr. Cross and Mr. Bard, Business 
Managers, took great interest in as- 
sisting the entertainment committee 
in making everything comfortable for 
everybody.

And, while the city was crowd- 
ed with defense workers, this great 
influx of visitors were provided a 
place to stay, with no one left out.

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THE BISHOPS’ COUNCIL 


Since the Bishops’ Council always 
precedes the Annual Assembly, it is 
proper and fitting that emphasis be 
placed on it first. Our place of meet- 
ing was in the lovely and compact 
hall, with balconies surrounding filled 
with evangelists, who were given the 
courtesy of listening in on the dis- 
cussion by the 650 or more bishops, 
which was the largest representation 
ever assembled. Revolutionary rec- 
ommendations, surpassing those of 
any council the writer has ever seen, 
were handed down by the Associate 
Council and Council of Twelve who 
had already spent many days of de- 
liberation on them, and yet they were 
still eager to have their say for or 
against the measures. 

DIVISION OF NATION 

This sounds a bit strange, yet when 
we consider that the purpose of di- 
viding the nation into six groups— 
Western, Southwestern, North Cen- 
tral, South Central, Northeastern, and 
Eastern, was to district it with the 
thought of concentrating efforts so 
as to develop the work faster and 
more extensively, we can better appre- 
ciate this division. 

Committees appointed during the 
1943 meeting of the Council on va- 
rious and important subjects sub- 
mitted reports that showed that un- 
tiring and faithful efforts had been 
put forth. 

REVAMPING 

I doubt, is too strong a word to use 
in connection with the numerous of- 
ficial changes made in this Assembly. 
There was a boost in Assistant Gen- 
eral Overseers from two to six, giving 
with the General Overseer an Execu- 
tive Board of seven. A number of new 
men went on the Council of Twelve 
and all officers except the Editor and 
Publisher and General Secretary were 
changed. Many new state overseers 
are on the roster this year. Unity, de- 
spite all the changes, prevailed 
throughout the Council. All the breth- 
ren who were replaced, as well as their 
successors, manifested genuine Chris- 
tian disposition toward each other. It 
was gratifying to see how every per- 
son, upon being elected to a position, 
adjusted himself to it and went to 
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work. One could sense the sentiment 
by all that the main thing to be con- 
sidered by all was the Church and, 
therefore, no place for selfishness. 


THE THIRTY-NINTH ASSEMBLY 


We can place special accent on the 
39th Assembly as we remember that 
last year, due to extreme war condi- 
tions, we limited the Assembly to a 
Ministers’ Assembly. The war clouds 
are still heavy and thick—yet we feel 
that they are not as thick as a few 
months past. Business not only de- 
manded all the time of the outgoing 
and incoming officials during the 
Bishops’ Council, but throughout the 
Assembly they were so busy that they 
were deprived of enjoying many of 
the features provided by the Assembly 
committee in the extraordinary pro- 
gram. Therefore, you will please ex- 
cuse me if I do not comment on some 
of the services. Preliminaries are 
many times boring rather than boost- 
ing, but Reverends E. W. Williams, at 
that time state overseer of Ohio, now 
Assistant General Overseer over the 
Northeastern District; Roy L. Mar- 
cum, Columbus, Ohio, district over- 
seer; E. Stacy Mathaney, Chaplain of 
the Ohio State Senate; Hon. James A. 
Rhodes, mayor of Columbus, and Les- 
ter W. Merica, police chief, extended a 
welcome to all the delegates in such a

befitting manner as representing the 
respective departments to which each 
one belonged, as to fill our hearts with 
joy and delight.

I am quite sure that if any 
had taken a frivolous attitude toward 
the Assembly, they were reproved and 
from now on will know that when at- 
tending the Assembly, they become an 
intregal part of it and as a_ conse- 
quence are obligated to bear their part 
of the responsibility. 

“Pentecostal Apologetics” is not

Axis Seize Mission Property 


The American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions reports 
that 449 of its buildings in six major 
fields are in the hands of the Axis. 
The property consists of seventy-six 
residences, 156 colleges and schools, 
sixty-six medical buildings, and 151 
churches. 

Of the total, 890 are located in North 
China, twenty in the Philippines, sev- 
enteen in Greece and Bulgaria, fifteen 
in Japan, and seven in Micronesia. 
Many of the buildings, the report 
said, have been looted and stripped of 
their furnishings. 

The American Board, associated 
with the Congregational Christian 
Churches, is the oldest foreign mis- 
sion board in America.

A report from Mexico. City, through 
RNS, states that there are a dozen 
missionaries there to whom the U. S. 
State Department had refused pass- 
ports to enter other Latin American 
countries.

This lack 
of cooperation by our Government in 
refusing passports to missionaries is 
of striking importance and reflects 
anti-Christian activities within our 
Government.

Hebrew Bible To Be Published 


The first Bible in Hebrew charac- 
ters ever to be printed in Palestine will 
be published soon by the University 
Press, it was disclosed by Dr. Judah 
L. Magnes, President of the Hebrew 
University. Palestine, the land in 
which most of the Bible was written, 
has never produced a version printed 
in Hebrew since the Jews had been 
dispersed many centuries before the 
invention of printing. 

Revealing that preparations are now 
under way at the University for the 
casting and setting of the type, Dr. 
Magnes stated that the University 
Press Association’s purpose is “to pub- 
lish an accepted text with scrupulous 
fidelity to every detail and to fo.low 
the Jewish tradition in all minutiae.” 
Printing the Bible in Hebrew involves 
a tremendous undertaking since the 
entire volume must be set by hand.— 
News Bulletin of Hebrew University.

Church Suppressed in Germany 


Three-fourths of Germany’s pastors 
have been mobilized for military 


service, and many have been killed in 
battle. The theological faculties are 
virtually empty, and the problem of 
providing parish leadership has be- 
come increasingly acute. Many clergy- 


men have been forbidden to travel or 7 


to preach; many others are im- 
prisoned. Religious instruction in 
schools has been curtailed. Virtually 
the entire religious press has been 
suppressed. Publication of religious 
books is forbidden, as well as the send- 
ing of religious literature to soldiers 
at the front. A vast amount of church 
property has been confiscated for war 
purposes.

India’s greatest problem is Gandhi, 
one who came close to the light in 
Christ Jesus and then turned back 
to Hindu darkness. He is, today, In- 
dia’s worst enemy. In Jorhat our one 
girls’ high school was destroyed by 
fire. Our girls’ middle school was saved 
from destruction by the English sol- 
diers. Claiming nonviolence as his 
creed, yet he is the leader of the 
party that has filled India with vio- 
lence and so has aided Japan. He is 
called a saint, but he is a leader in re- 
bellion against God, government, and 
Christian missions.”

“Wherefore he saith, When he as- 
cended up on high, he led captivity 
captive, and gave gifts unto men. And 
he gave some, apostles; and some, 
prophets; and some, evangelists; and 
some, pastors and teachers; for the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ,” Ephesians 4:8, 
11-14. 

It is a most beautiful thought to me 
that God’s best gifts to man have al- 
ways come through men. Think for a 
moment of the great good that has 
come to the world through men, con- 
Sidered great, and_ rightly so, 
for so they were. Men who have made 
history, both secular and religious. At 
one swift look back into history, we 
see such men as Socrates, Aristotle, 
Alexander the Great, Caesar Augustus, 
Constantine, Charles the Hammer, 
George Washington, Edison, and many 
more. These have won mention in the 
pages of history in the secular world. 

The student of Holy Scripture loves 
to think of those godly, God-directed 
men of sacred memory, who have 
made history in the religious world. 
We love to read of the faith and 
obedience of such men as Noah, the 
preacher of righteousness, and his 
work of building the ark, preparing 
for the flood, while daily preaching 
and warning sinful humanity of the 
oncoming wrath of a just God. And 
there is also Moses, the great leader 
and organizer of the children of 
Israel, a beautiful type of Christ. With 
him is associated that great man, his 
successor, Joshua. Great were their 
exploits. Great were their faith in an 
almighty God, whom they had proven 
both in Egypt and in the wilderness. 

The list is too long to mention them 
all (as the Apostle Paul would say, 
“Time would fail us to tell of” this 
one and that one, and mention some- 
thing of their mighty deeds). But we 
like to think of Abraham, Joseph, 
Samuel, David, Ezra, and John the 
Baptist. All these won a place for 
themselves in the pages of sacred his- 


tory. 
“And he gave some... men!” God’s 
greatest gift to men has come 


through the man Christ Jesus. He 
gave the Holy Ghost, “... being by the 
right hand of God exalted, and having 
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received of the Father the promise of 
the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this which ye now see and hear,” 
Acts 2:33. The Holy Ghost was 
to empower these men for service (and 
the women, too, lest I should be mis- 
understood). Such were the lives of 
the apostles after the eventful day 
of Pentecost; transformed from timid, 
self-seeking, hesitating followers to 
bold, sacrificing, heroic messengers of 
Jesus Christ; preaching His gospel 
with wondrous power, always “edify- 
ing the body of Christ.” 

See the man Stephen, “full of faith 
and the Holy Ghost”; and Barnabas, 
“full of the Holy Ghost and of faith.” 
The men chosen to wait on tables were 
“full of the Holy Ghost.” Paul, the 
great apostle, swept to and fro in his 
great historical missionary journeys, 
“filled with the Holy Ghost.” Think of 
Peter’s great boldness, and his heart 
o’erflowing with intense, burning love 
(“Yea, Lord, thou knowest that I love 
thee’); after Pentecost his love for 
the Christ was proven. 

“For the edifying of the body of 
Christ”—see the man of Tarsus. His 
very being seemed to be consumed 
with such love for a world for whom 
Christ died. And we read of so many 
others, such as Brainerd, who toils, 
weeps, and dies for the Indians. 
Thrilling are the stories of such men 
as Judson, who, driven from his na- 
tive land, met with problems without 
number in trying to reach Burmah 
with the gospel of the man Christ 
Jesus—the man who was both God 
and man, and Judson was so con- 
sumed with divine love for these peo- 
ple, he languished in prison, yet the 
flame of love remained. 

Livingstone, a “man sent from 
God,” travelled through a pathless 
wilderness in Africa, and endured 
hardships untold, and was broken- 
hearted because of “this open sore” of 
the world. He died wpon his knees in 
prayer—the flame of love burning 
still—for the edifying of the body of 
Christ. 

It has ever been God’s plan and 
method to use man for the accom- 
plishment of His purpose in the world. 
“Have not I chosen you twelve, .. .?” 
“And they stood every man in his 
place .. .” And it is the plan and will 











of God that He use human instru- 
mentality ... “for the perfecting of 
the saints, for the work of the min- 
istry, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ—the apostles performing their 
work, the prophets performing their 
work, the evangelists performing their 
work, the pastors and teachers per- 
forming their work,” and every man 
“standing in his place.” 

It is possible for the pastor some- 
times to “do the work of an evange- 
list,” in the sense of evangelizing, yet 
it is very hard for an evangelist to 
do the work of a pastor—that is, for 
aman who has the calling of a New 
Testament evangelist, for his work is 
evangelistic in nature; whereas the 
pastor’s work is not only evangelistic, 
but he has the “care of all the flock 
over which the Holy Ghost has made” 
him the overseer. One young man had 
been appointed to pastor a church in 
a community which was by no means 
an easy place, probably the tithes 
were not nearly enough for his sup- 
port, and maybe he had to help “make 
tents” (or work in a cotton mill, or 
steel plant, or some other place of sec- 
ular labor) to obtain part of his sup- 
port; yet to him the state or pro- 
vincial overseer, and missionary gen- 
eral, Paul, said: “Preach the word 
(‘And the Word was made flesh and 
dwelt among us’); ... do the work of 
an evangelist, make full proof of thy 
ministry.” 2 Timothy 4:2a, 5b. 

“And he gave some... men!” What 
an honor to be among those who have

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Healing and ‘Forgiveness of Sins cr 


I have felt led to write on this sub- 
‘ject for quite a while, and I feel that 
it will be a blessing to some one. Of 
course, there are _ those that 
won’t have anything they can’t justify 
their wrongs. with. Ever since I have 
been in the service of the Lord I have 
met people, both the modern and Pen- 
tecostal Christians, who are doing 
things that aren’t very much of an 
example unto believers, but when they 
get sick they don’t fail to call that 
sanctified child of God to pray for 
them, and don’t think anything about 
how unrighteous it is for them to go 
back to wallowing in the mire. They 
say, “Why, God never has convicted 
me for doing these things, and I don’t 
think they are wrong.” No, my friend, 
the carnal has never seen the unclean. 
That’s why so many have their likes 
and dislikes; the spirit is willing but 
the flesh is weak. They like for God 
to remove their suffering and pains, 
but the forgiveness of sins they don’t 
accept, for they like a little world 
mixed in their profession. _ 

To begin our subject, we want to 
take you to Matt. 9:6, however we 
will begin quoting at the first verse: 
“And he (Jesus) entered into a ship, 
and passed over, and came into his 
own city. And, behold, they brought 
to him a man sick of the palsy, lying 
on a bed: and Jesus seeing their faith 
said unto the sick of the palsy; Son, 
be of good cheer, thy sins be forgiven 
thee.” The Bible says that this man 
was sick and the ones who brought 
him to Jesus had great sorrow and 
compassion for him, also they showed 
their faith in Jesus and Jesus saw 
their faith. We will comment on this 
faith later. I want you to see how 
Jesus did a twofold work here, and 
He will do the same for you—heal 
your body and forgive your sins. 


In verse 6, after Jesus had known 
the thought of the unbelievers pres- 
ent, He said unto them, “But that ye 
may know that the Son of man hath 
power on earth to forgive sins, (then 
saith he to the sick of the palsy,) 
Arise, take up thy bed, and go unto 
thine house.” Remember, He first 
said, “Thy sins be forgiven thee,” 
then, after He was accused of blas- 
pheming, in order that they might 
know He had power to both forgive 
sins and heal, He said unto the sick 
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man, “Take up thy bed, and go unto 
thine house.” This proves that the 
man was made whole from both the 
sickness and his sins. 

If every one who is healed of his 
sickness would only realize that his 
sins were forgiven at the time of his 
healing, I am sure there would be 
more God-fearing and God-serving 
Christians today, and this Christian 
world would have an example for the 
believers set before them, more than 
they have today, and then the sinning 
world would have the light shining 
upon them more and brighter than 
they do now. Jesus said, “Ye are the 
light of the world,” Matt. 5:14, and in 
verse 16 He said, “Let your light so 
shine before men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your Fa- 
ther which is in heaven.” Glory to God 
for ever and ever! How wonderful 
would it be if every one that claims to 
be a child of God was as loyal to the 
cause of Christ as they seem to be 
when they go to the house of God, and 
just how many more would be con- 
verted if they would only accept Christ 
at the time they get their healing, for 
He both heals and forgives at the 
same time. 


A few years ago, while I was pas- 
toring a church on the eastern side 
of Oklahoma, wife and I were visiting 
a lady who had been bedfast for three 
or four years. While we were there her 
brother-in-law came into the house 
very sick. He looked at wife and me, 
and said, “I want you to pray for me 
quickly.” He had a chill, and a hard 
one. We prayed for him, laying our 
hands on him in the name of the 
Lord, and he was healed instantly. He 
raised up and smiled, then went into 
the kitchen and brought his little 
three-year-old daughter to us. She 
was sickly and he asked us to pray 
for her. The Lord really did touch her 
body. Now the point I want you to get 
is, that after he was healed he felt no 
condemnation or guilt. He knew that 
the Lord healed that chill instantly. 
He had his faith increased insomuch 
that he knew the Lord would heal his 
precious little jewel. But instead of 
giving God the praise and glory due 
Him, he went back to doing the very 


same things he had done before. If ne® 
had accepted the other divine work 
of God, he would have given God the 
glory. Like the ten lepers who were 
healed, only one came back to give 
God glory. 


There may be some, even Christians, 
wondering if this claim of divine work 
can be proved. Well, I think I can give 
you enough Bible to prove my claim. 
Let’s go to James. He was a man that 
knew what he was talking about. In 
James 5:14,15 he said, “Is any sick 
among you? (that’s a question, and if 
there is any sick here’s what to do) 
let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over him, 
anointing him with oil in the name of 
the Lord: And the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; and (and what? some- 
thing else besides the healing is add- 
ed) if he have committed sins, they 
(the sins) shall be forgiven him.” 
Now I don’t think James left a place 
for an alibi or bypass. Those who like 
to sin haven’t an excuse that will 
justify them, so why not accept the 
whole work and live for God? He will 
forgive your sins as quickly as He will 
heal your fleshly body. 


Let’s see what John, 5th chapter, 
says. We find here at the pool a man 
that had had an infirmity thirty and 
eight years. He was waiting for an 
angel to come down and trouble the 
water, that the first one into the wa- 
ter might be healed. Well, Jesus came 
along and saw him in this condition 
and knew that he had been thus for 
a long time. He said unto him, “Wilt 
thou be made whole?” The man said, 
“T have no one to help me into the 
water, and while I am going down 
someone else gets ahead of me.” What 
did Jesus do about it? He said, “Rise, 
take up thy bed and walk.” Now this 
man was both healed and had his sins 
forgiven him, for we hear Jesus say 
after that, when He met him in the 
temple, “Behold, thou art made whole: 
sin no more.” By that statement we 
know that he was also forgiven of his 
sins and that if he didn’t live a Chris- 
tian life a worse thing would come 
upon him. 


So today, if the people who are 
made whole would sin no more, this

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Miraculous Mathematics

2 Timothy 2:15. As the title of this 
article suggests, we are going to tell 
you of that which is out of the ordi- 
nary, of the supernatural, something 
not readily understood by the man of 
the street. A person that has been 
born of the Spirit has a job started 
that will require more study, more of 
his real self, than any undertaking 
he has heretofore contemplated. We 
have a great number of preachers who 
when saved and receive the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, are so enthusiastic 
that the first thing they want to do 
is to take their Bible and go forth to 
evangelize the entire world. They do 
not stop to think that the devil has a 
long start on them at the best. 


He has a vast knowledge of mathe- 
matics, a store of tricks that will 
amaze any one and carry off captive 
any except those that are staunchly 
set on the solid rock and have studied 
mathematics themselves. Some of the 
new ones have read the Bible a bit and 
testified, people have been blessed till 
they let their enthusiasm run off with 
their judgment. The devil will say, 
“Now is the time for you to go into 
your work. Don’t listen to the pastor, 
he is jealous of you and doesn’t want 
you to start.” “What! are you trying 
to tell me that the devil will advise 
any one to start preaching?” Why 
sure; if he. can start you out before 
you have qualified yourself, he will be 
as happy as he can be. A person 
donning his attire will not put on his 
entire apparel at once, but will put on 
one thing at a time, until fully clothed, 
then he is ready for the street. Were 
you to leave before you were dressed, 
you would more than likely cause 
those you meet to laugh. 

A person taking a trip into the 
jungles of dark Africa will get his 
maps and day after day, week after 
week, month after month, he and his 
advisers will study and plan the way 
they will have to go, the dangers they 
will have to encounter, the supplies 
they will have to have on the way. 
Then the day of the departure is at 
hand, and every obstacle that con- 
fronts them they are able to overcome, 
because they have everything at hand 
needed to cope with anything that 
might arise. You come to dense under- 
brush, with your machete you are able 
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to slash your way through. A mem- 
ber of your party is bitten by a snake; 
you administer antitoxin, the poison 
is immediately combatted and all is 
well. If at night you had left off your 
mosquito bar, you would have been 
eaten alive. We could tell of many 
things, but think you grasp the idea. 

We are not condemning enthusiasm 
but rather enjoy seeing any one fired 
up with the Pentecostal fire coursing 
through his veins; but want to warn 
that there are dangers to be met on 
every hand, and things that will test 
every faculty you have and cause you 
to call on every reserve that you have 
to defeat the enemy. I have known 
some to be fired up and expect to go 
out and convert the world; they ex- 
pect every, one they speak to to accept 
the Lord, and when they meet with 
two or three rebuffs they are ready to 
show the white flag and surrender. 
Jesus, for the first thirty years of 
His life, consecrated Himself to prep- 
aration for the work He had to do; 
He devoted Himself to mathematics. 
“What, do you mean He devoted His 
time to the study of worldly knowl- 
edge?” Yes, also heavenly knowledge, 
communion with the Father. 

I am going to ask you to look in the 
dictionary and find the meaning of 
mathematics. One meaning we find is 
measuring relations and properties of 
quantities and magnitudes. Miraculous 
means supernatural. When we com- 
bine the two we find that Jesus, in 
dealing with people, used not only 
earthly but heavenly wisdom. He used 
them in combination, He rightly 
divided the Word of truth. When the 
Word is rightly divided there is no one 
that will be able to catch any thing 
out of vour mouth to accuse you. 

We find that Jesus in His dis- 
courses used parables instead of the 
symbols that would be used in regular 
mathematical problems, and all were 
seasoned with sound, reasonable 
judgment that even the scribes and 
Pharisees were forced to admit that 
He was right. If He had not been right 
they would have had no need to worry, 
they could have rested at ease. Let 
me encourage you young preachers 
that are called of God to preach, to 
first fortify yourselves, put on the 
whole armor of God, rightly divide 
the Word, and you will never fall.

And when the time comes 
that sinners see themselves in that 
condition, they do not try to clean 
themselves up, but they come just as 
they are, in their filth and dirt and 
unloved condition. The waiting Father 
meets the seeking sinner somewhere, 
at some altar, and there is a grand 
reunion.

ened, inviting everyone to come. 
When the king walked in among his 
guests there he saw a man with no 
wedding garment, and he asked, “How 
camest thou in hither not having a 
wedding garment?” and the man was 
speechless: Then said the king, “Bind 
him hand and foot and take him 
away.” 


In Rev. 19:7 we read, “Let us be 
glad and rejoice, and give honour to 
him; for the marriage of the Lamb 
is come and his wife hath made her- 
self ready.

After the report by the Mission 
Secretary, J. Stewart Brinsfield, a 
member of the Mission Board, brought 
a wonderful message on missions; and 
when people started giving there was 
such a spirit of giving until everyone 
seemed to want to take part. One man 
gave a pretty gold-filled Elgin watch. 
After the cash offering was in, this 
was announced and more than $400 
was brought forward to pay for this 
watch. One man who was not a Chris- 
tian gave $25 on it. 

I am_ sure the influence of this 
great service will last not only for 
years, but will be felt in eternity.

Sinner friend, if you are sick in body 

@=: have faith enough in Christ to 
call His saints or elders to pray for 
you, why not go on and accept the 
whole work, even the forgiveness of 
your sins, and have that deep settled 
peace in your heart? Sinning people 
like to have a healthy body with 
which to sin, just as Christian people 
like to have good health with which 
to serve the Lord, for they know that 
when they are sick they can’t go to all 
the dances, picture shows, honkie 
tonks, gambling dens, and every other 
place where sinners gather; and these 
sinning Christians that I have seen 
and many others have seen, they like 
to go to picture shows, card parties, 


telling everything they hear whether | 


it be the truth or not; then there is 
that great no-sin habit, gobbling 
snuff and smoking. These are com- 
mon throughout the country among 
so-called Christians. Jesus told the 
man at the pool, “Sin no more,” and 
so-called Christians sinning is cer- 
tainly no godly example to set believ- 
ers. 

At our district convention a short 
time ago, one of the brethren told me 
of a man who met him on the street 
in his home town, and said, “I want 
you to meet my son, he is a minister 
too.” Well, he introduced his son, with 
his bottom lip all bulged out with 
snuff, and he said, “You know 
there are many denominations who 
don’t preach the whole gospel.” 
Brother, if I could preach and dip 
snuff and still be in good sanctified 
standing with God, I have no clear 
understanding of what holiness means. 
Holiness requires that we cleanse our- 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh 
(2 Cor. 7:1), but I see people using to- 
bacco and apparently still shouting 
over it. I don’t know where such 
shouts come from, God or the snuff 
box, but I do know one thing, if I 
@hould begin using it, it would take 
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the shout out of me, for at this writ- 
ing I am sanctified. I used to use it 
but for nineteen years I have been 
sanctified and don’t have any desire 
for it any more. There is healing in 
the atonement, and forgiveness of sins 
for all. 

Think of the faith of those men in 
Matt. 9:1-6. No doubt this man was 
too far gone to know where he was 
being carried and again he may have 
never heard of the wonderful power 
of Jesus, but we do know that he was 
a sinner, for Jesus first said unto him, 
“Thy sins be forgiven thee.” But even 
though this man was an unbeliever 
and afflicted, the strong and unwav- 
ering faith of these men got the job 
done.

heartedness. In fact, I have never 
heard a more consistent sermon on 
the subject, Who, When, Where? 
Rev. J. H. Walker, who had served as 
General Overseer for nine consecu- 
tive years, was succeeded by Rev. John 
Cc. Jernigan. Brother Jernigan’s 
twenty-two years as evangelist, pas- 
tor, district pastor, state overseer, 
member of supreme council, as well 
as member at different times of im- 
portant general committees, has pre- 
pared him in a great way to serve the 
Church as its chief executive in a very 
efficient and capable manner. Rev. 
Zeno C. Tharp resigned as President 
of the Bible Training School and Col- 
lege, and the School Board hired Rev. 
J. H. Walker as his successor. It 
will be remembered that Brother 
Walker was president of the school 
when he was elected to the position of 
General Overseer, therefore he should 


feel very much at home in this role as 
head of our educational department. 
Rev. Zeno Tharp was appointed state 
overseer of South Carolina, which will 
return him to the state where he built 
the largest church building in the 
movement at that time. Rev. Earl P. 
Paulk, former Second Assistant Gen- 
eral Overseer, returned to the No. 1 
Greenville church, where he spent 
four great and successful years, dur- 
ing which time he added an addition 
to the church that Brother Tharp had 
built, making it a lovely twin building, 
which is still easily the largest church 
building in the movement. 


You want to know about our First 
Assistant General Overseer, our be- 
loved R. P. Johnson, who had an un- 
broken record as Assistant General 
Overseer for fourteen years. He was 
appointed state overseer of North 
Carolina. Reverends E. C. Clark, Editor 
and Publisher; E. J. Boehmer, General 
Secretary and Treasurer, and M. P. 
Cross, Executive Secretary of Missions, 
returned to their positions at Head- 
quarters. 


Following are the six Assistant Gen- 
eral Overseers and their respective 


territories: Eastern District (Maine, 
Vermont, ‘New Hampshire, Massa-
